Tie Cliefs {Seim//) of the Khasi States enjoy only limited powers. 
Their jurisdiction is confined to Civil suits* and minor criminal cases 
in which their own Khasi subjects alone are concerned, all other suits 
and cases being referred to the Political Agent (who is Deputy Com- 
missioner of the Kbasi and Jaintia Rills District) for adjudication. 
Their administrative powers are also subject to various restrictions. 


In the Manipur State both civil and oiiminal jurisdiction over British 
subjects vests in the Political Agent. But the President of the Dur- 
bar, who is a British Officer lent to the State, has been invested with 
the powers of a Magistrate of the first class in respect of British sub- 
jects who are natives of the Naga, Chin or Tjxxshai Hills, and he is also 
empowered to dispose of all civil suits in which sxich persons are con- 
cerned. Appeals lie from the President’s decisions to the Political 
Agent, who also disposes of all cases for which the Presid ent’s magisterial

(1) The British Reserve in Manipur, which consists of the hetoi- 
qiiarters of the Agency at Iniplial and a small sanatorium 
at Kang’jiipkhnl, and

The Dangs Divan possesses Second Class Magisterial 
powers and power to try civil disputes relating to property not exceeding 
Rs. 50 in value. In the absence of the Assistant Political Agent he 
investigates all complaints of criminal offences and sends up for trial 
only those in which there is prnjid facie sufficient evidence. The Assist- 
ant Political Agent has the powers of a First Class Magistrate and power 
to try any civil dispute not triable by the Dangs Divan. The Political 
Agent exercises all higher criminal jurisdiction. 

In the non-jurisdictional estates, of which there are 26 (excluding 
sub-villages) in the Mahi Kantba and 41 in the Rewa Kantha, jurisdic- 
tion vests entirely in the Britivsli Government represented by the political 
authorities. The estates are grouped (often along with minor jurisdic- 
tional States) into Circles (Thanas) in charge of Thandars as Sub-divi- 
sional Officers under the or<lers of the Political Agent and his Assistant 
or his Deputy Assistant.

Definition, Estate-Ji older — These rules may be applied to 
Talukdars at present exercising hereditary jurisdiction or whose names 
are entered in the tribute list or who hold and possess Estates on political 
tenure, subject to administrative charges, and to Garasias who can 
pi-ove their direct descent from the ancestor of any such Talukdars and 
who are still in the possession of their own Garas Estates. Any Taluk- 
dar or Garasia to whose Estate these rules may be applied is hereinafter 
designated the Estate-holder.’^ 

I. Recommendation for application of Rules to Encumbered Estate . — 
Whenever it shall appear to the satisfaction of a Political Officer, not 
lower in rank than an Assistant Political Agent or Superintendent, 
from enquiries made either of his own motion or upon an application 
from a Talxikdar or Garasia to whom these Buies are applicable, that

1. These rules shall apply to (o) the Civil 
Station, Sadra, (h) all Thana Circles and 
petty jurisdictional Taliikas siifbordinate to 
them; and shall come into force from the 
1st January 1904, from which date all 
other existing orders, notifications, rules 
or regulations on the same subject in force 
shall bo repealed, provided that all continu- 
ing authorities, iierniissions, licenses and 
exemptions in existence on the said date, 
which arc in accordance with these rules, 
shall be held to have been granted and 
issued under these rules.

No. 63S9, elated the 17th September, 1906 . — His Excellency tlie 
Crovemor in Council is pleased to direct that effect sliall "be given to tlie 
following rules in all Political Agencies of tlie Bombay Presidency: — 

1. (a) When any person is possessed of impreseed Ooiirt-fee stamps 
for wbicb be bas no immediate use or wliicb bave been 
spoiled or rendered unfit or useless for tbe purpose intended, 
or 

(b) wlien any person is possessed of two or more (or in tbe case of 
denominations below Ps. 5, 4 or more) Court-fee adbesive 
labels wbicb have never been detached from eacb other and 
for wbicb be has no immediate use, the Political Agent 
shall, on application, repay to him tbe value of such stamps 
or labels in money, deducting one anna in tbe rupee, upon 
such person delivering up tbe same to be cancelled and prov- 
ing to tbe Political Agent’s satisfaction that they were 
purchased by him with a bond fide intention to use them, 
that be bas paid the full price thereof and that they were 
so purchased, or in the case of impressed Court-fee stamps 
so purchased, spoiled or rendered useless, within tbe period 
of six months preceding the date on wbicb they are so 
delivered. 

2. When a licensed vendor surrenders his license or dies, the Political 
Agent may, at bis discretion, if he considers that the circumstances 
justify tbe application, repay to him or bis representatives, as tbe case 
may "be, the values of stamps and labels not spoiled or rendered unfit for 
use, returned into tbe Political Agent’s store, deducting one anna in the 
rupee ; or he may issue stamps and labels of other valtte in exchange, 
provided that in tbe case of adbesive Court-fee labels their value may 
not be refunded nor stamps and labels of other values issxxed in exchange 
unless in cases where the value of each label is not less than Its. 5 there 
are at least two vsucb labels wbicb have never been detached from eacb 
other; and in cases where the value of eacb ]abel is less than Es. 5 unless 
thei^e are at least four sxicb labels which bave never been detached from

All lands uninterruptedly 
held as wholly or partially exempt from land revenue from before the 
year of the Treaty, viz., 1812 A. D., and then in the authorised posses- 
sion of a son or grandson in male descent or male heir of the body of such 
grandson of the original grantee shall be continued to be so held so long 
as there shall be in existence any male heir of the body of the person who 
was incumbent at the time of the Treaty, provided the grant is supported 
by a document which is proved or about the genuineness of which no 
doubt exists.

4. Land beld as wbolly exempt from payment of revenue or on par- 
tial assessment tbe possession of wbicb by tbe grantee is not continuable 
under tbe preceding rules slioiild be resumed. Tbe bolder should how- 
ever not be deprived of tlie possevssion if be agrees to pay assessment as 
fixed on adjoining assessed lands.

8. If any land has been mortgaged or sold by any Talukdar before 
the year 1848 A. B., but after the year 1812 A. B., and if the document 
is duly proved, the holder will be entitled to get back his mortgage money 
or the purchase price in case the said land is resumed subject to the pro- 
visions of tlie Encumbered Estate Rules of the Agency. 

9. If any land lias- been mortgaged or sold after the year 1848 A, B., 
and if the Talukdar executing the docmment is dead, the land will be 
liable to be resumed and, if so resiuned, the mortgagee or the vendee 
will not ordinarily be entitled to get back the mortgage money or the 
purchase price. 

10. If there be no document regarding any grant of land between the

Provided also that any Barrister, Advocate, Attorney or Pleader of the 
High Court of Bombay or District Pleader may, at the discretion of the 
Court having jurisdiction, be granted permission to appear as a Pleader 
or may draft a petition or appeal in any particular case on payment of 
a fee of Rs. 5 notwithstanding the fact of his not having obtained a 
sanad under rule 2. 

^[4-A, In addition to the persons mentioned in rule 2, petitions or 
appeals to any Officer or appeals to Government from the decision of 
any* Officer under the Agency may be drafted by any person previously 
approved by the Governor in Council. Such persons will receive a 
sanad in token thereof and be liable to pay such annual fee as may be 
fixed by the Governor in Council.] 

5. No person who has not obtained a sanad under rule 2 or special 
permission under rule 4 shall be permitted to practise in any Agency 
Court; and no English petitions or appeals prepared by persons other 
than the aforesaid ^[or a person who has received a sanad under rule 4- A] 
will be accepted by any Agency Officers in any suit or proceeding or 
other business of a similar nature. 

6. No translation of a vernacular document tendered or required will 
be Accepted by nny Agency Officer in any suit or proceeding unless it hm 
been m^de and certified by an Authorised Translator.

7. Permission to practise in the Agency Courts will extend to all 
cases of a judicial nature, whether classed as Criminal, Civil or Political, 
unless the Court shall, for reasons to he recorded in writing, declare with 
regard to any particular case of a Political character that permission 
cannot be granted. And this permission will not extend to the discus- 
sion of confidential matters affecting the domestic concerns of the Chiefs 
or their relations with the Paramount Power. 


8. K'othing in these rules shall be deemed to afiect provisions of the 
law analogous to those of Order I, rule 12, Order III, rules 1 and 2, of 
the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 (Act A of 1908), and of sections 4 
(1) (r) and 340 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898 (Act V of 1898), 
and of any other similar enactments in force in the Agency Courts. 

9. All Sanads to plead held at the date of the publication of these 
rules are confirmed and shall be continued subject; to the provisions of 
rales 4 and 7. 

10. The rules for the practice of pleaders are contained in Appendix 
A. 


APPENDIX A. 

1. Except as otherwise provided a pleader or vakil shall not be allow- 
ed to appeal*, plead, or act for a party in any sirit or proceeding in any 
court until he has obtained from such party and filed in court a vaka- 
latnama (power-of -attorney), according to the form contained in 
Appendix B, appointing him pleader in the cause. 

Exceptions . — It shall not be necessary for the following persons to 
obtain a vakalatnama for the purpose of appearing, pleading and acting 
in the capacities respectively mentioned hereunder: — 

(a) A pleader appointed by a court to defend a person accused of 
a criminal oflence, who has not sufficient means to enable 
Mm to employ a pleader.

(c) A public prosecutor or a person permitted or empowered under

15. No pleader shall tender, give, j'etain, or consent to retain any 
gratification for procuring or having procxired the employment of him* 
self or of any other pleader in any legal business.

20. It shall be lawful for a pleader (approved by the Political Agent 
for that purpose) to act on a general vakalatnama on behalf of jurisdic- 
tional Chiefs provided a duplicate of the vakalatnama be deposited with 
the Political Agent. In all other cases, the vakalatnama must be for 
’the particular case, and a general vakalatnama shall not be recognised. 

21. These rules shall take eflect from the date of publication.

No, 3422, dated the 23rd December , 1926 , — In exercise of tke powers 
delegated under tlie Indian (Foreign Jinisdiction) Order in Council^

19tli June 1903, and of all otbei powers enabling liim in tbis bebalf, the 
Goveinoi in Council is pleased, in supersession of Government Notifica-

APPENDIX 0. 

The fees on plaints, petitions of appeal, and applications presented to 
the Civil Courts of the Mahi Kantha Agency will be computed and levied 
in accordance with the following rules and regulations: — 

(1) The amount of fee payable in the suits next heieinafter mentioned 
shall be computed as follows 

(2) In suits for money (including sniis for damages or compensation 
or arrears of maintenance or arrears of annuities or of other sums 
payable periodically) according to the amount claimed. 

(5) In suits for maintenance and annuities or other sums payable 
periodically according to the value of the subject-matter of the suit, and 
such value shall he deemed to he ten times the amount claimed to be 
payable for one year. 

(4) In suits for moveable property other than money where the sub- 
ject-matter bas a market value according to such value at the, date of 
presenting the plaint. 

(5) In suits — 

(a) for moveable property wbare the subject-matter has no market 
value as foi' instance in the case of documents relating to 

title 5 
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(b) to enforce tlie light to share m any property on the groiini 
that it IS joint family property, 

(6) to obtain an injunction; 

(d) for a right to some benefit (not Iieiein otherwise provided foi) 

to aiiae out of land, and 

(e) for accounts 

accoiding to the amount at winch the lelief sought is valued in the 
plaint or memorandum of appeal 

(6) In suits for the possession of land, houses and gardens according 
to the value of the suhjeci-niatler and such value shall he deemed to be — ^ 

(a) where the subject-matter is land — ten times the gross produce 

arising from the land during the year next before the date 
of presenting the plaint. The rate of one rupee per higha 
or third pait of an acre may bo considered to be the average 
annual gross produce, unless the Court considers that the 
rate is obviously insufficient; 

(b) where the subject-matter is a house or garden according to the 

market value of the house or garden 

(7) In suits for Vero or Manu Mapu oi* for the interest of an assignee* 
of land revenue or for Haks arising out of the land, ten times the gross 
produce 

(8) In suits to set aside an attachment of land or of an interest in land 
or revenue according to the amount for which the land or interest was 
attached, provided that where such amount exceeds the value of the land 
or mteiest, the amount of fee shall be computed as if the suit were for 
the possession of such land or interest* 

(9) In suits against a mortgagee for the recovery of the land 
mortgaged and in suits by a mortgagee to foreclose the mortgage accord-* 
ing to the principal money expressed to be secured by the instrument of 
mortgage. 

(10) If the Court sees reason to think that the annual gross pioduce 
or the market value of any land, house or garden has been wrongly 
estimated, the Court may, for the purpose of computing the fee payable, 
ksue a commission to any proper person directing him to make such 
local or other invesiigaiion os may be necessary and to report thereon to 
the Court. 

(11) If, in the result of any such investigation, the Court finds that 
the gross produce or market value havS been wrongfully estitaaied the 
Court, if the estimation has been excessive, may ni its disiiration cefond 
the excess paid as such fee. 

But if the estimation has been inMifficiont the Court shall require 
the plaintiff to pay so much additional fee as would have been payable 
had the estimate been right 
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In sixcli case tlie siut shall be stayed until the additional fee is paid. 
It ifc IS not paid within such time as the Court shall the suit shall be 
dismissed. 

{12) In suits for mesne piofits, or for imnoioYeable property and mesne 
profits, or for an account if the profits or amount decieed are in excess 
of the piofits claimed 01 the amount at which the plaintiff yaltied the 
relief sought, the decree shall not be executed until the difference between 
the fee actually paid and the proper fee (payable if the suit had comprised 
the whole of the profit or amount so decreed) shall have been paid to the 
Court 

(13) Where the amount of mesne profits is left to be ascertained in 
the couise of the execution of decree if the profits so ascertained exceed 
the piofits fdaimed, the further execution of the decree shall be stayed 
until the diffeience between the fee actually paid and the fee which would 
ha\e been payable (had Ihe suit compiised the whole of the profits so 
aseei tamed) is paid. If the additional fee is not paid within such time 
as the Court shall fix, the suit shall he dismissed 

(14) Every question relating to valuation, fox the purpose of deter- 
mining the amount of any fee chargeable under these rules on a plaint 
or inenK)iandum of appeal, shall he decided by the Court in which such 
plamt or memorandum, as the case may be, is filed and such decision 
shall he final as between the parties to the suit 

But whenever any such suit conies befoie a Court of appeal, reference 
or revision if such Court considers that the said question has been 
wrongly decided to the loss of the Fee Fund, it may require the party by 
whom such fee has been paid to pay so much additional fee as would 
have been payable had the question been rightly decided and the provi- 
sions of rule 11 shall apply 

(1)) If an appeal or plaint which has been rejected by the Lower 
Court is ordered to be received or if a suit is remanded in, appeal for a 
second decision by the Lower Court, which had thrown it out on a 
preliminary jiomt, the Appellate Court shall grant to the appellant a 
certificate authorizing him to x^eeeive back ihe full araount of fee paid 
on the memorandum of appeal: 

Provided that if in the case of a remand on appeal the order of 
remand shall not cover the whole of the subject-matter of ihe suit, the 
certificate so granted shall not authorize the appellant to receive back 
more than so much fee as would have been originally payable on the 
part or parts of such subject-mafcier in respect whereof the suit has been 
remanded. 

(W) Where an application for a review of judgment is admitted and 
where on the rehearing, the Court reyerses or modifies its former decision 
on the ground of mistake in law or of fact, ihe applicant shall be entitled 
to a certificate from the Court authorising him to receive back the fee 
paid on the application. 
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But notliing* in ttis rule shall entitle the applicant to such certificate 
wlieie the reversal or modification is due, wholly or in part, to fresh

(IT) When any appeal is presented to a Civil Court, not against ihe

(19) Ko document of any of the kinds specified in the annexed 
Schedules as chargeable with a fee shall be filed, exhibited or recorded in 
any of the Courts of the Mahi Kantha Agency, or be received or furnished 
by any Political Officer, unless in respect of such document there be paid 
a fee of an amount not less than that indicated in the said schedules as 
the proper fee for such document. 

(20) All fees referred to in the annexed Schedules shall be collected 
by means of stamps, 

(21) No document requiring a stamp under the annexed Schedules 
shall be filed or acted upon in any proceeding in any of the Mahi Kantha 
Agency Courts until the stamp has been cancelled. 

Such officer as the Court or the head of the office may from time to 
time appoint shall, on receiving any such document, forthwith effect such 
cancellation by punching out the figure head so as to leave the amount 
designated on the stamp untouched and the part removed by punching 
shall be burnt or otherwise destroyed.

Rules for the appointment and cont^rol of Mnldtiiars, 

Bombay Govef'mnent Icti'er No. 3723’-B., dated the 27ih March^ 1926,^ 

1. No Mxikhtiar RliaJI practiHe in any Tlxana Court without a sanad 
issued hy the Political Agent. 

2. There shall ordinarily he two mxxklitiars in every Thana and tliey 
shall reside at the Thana headquarters. No sanad in exc.ess of two in 
each Thana will be ivssued unless necessity bo shown. 

3. A sanad shall entitle the holder to practise in one Thana only, 
that in which he resides. 

4. A sanad shall he valid ioi one year and shall be renewable year 
by year with the proviso that it shall be revocable at any time for any 
reason, to be recorded in writing, that may appear sufficient to the Poli- 
tical Agent. 

5. The fee for a sanad shall be Es. 10 and if the sanad Be revoked 
it shall be competent to the Political Agent to refund any portion of the 
‘’fee, paid or not at his discretion.

(&) in case of resistance break open any door and remove any other 
obstacle to such entry ;

15. Warrant miap he issued for the arrest or search of person believed 
to have Gomrmtted an offence. — Tbe Obief Opium Officer or tbe officer in 
charge of a district may issue bis waiamit for tbe arrest of any person 
whom be lias reason to believe to bave committed an offence relating to 
intoxicating drugs, or for tbe search, wbetber by day or nigbt, of any 
building or place in wbicli be lias reason to believe intoxicating drugs 
liable to confiscation to be kept or concealed. All warrants issued under 
this section shall be executed in accordance with tbe provivsions of tbe 
fbde of Criminal Procedure as for tbe time being in force in tbe Tbana 
Circles or tbe Administered Area. 

16. Disposal of persons arrested and^ things seized. — Every person 
arrested and ibing seized under section 12 or 13 sball be forwarded 
without delay to the officer in charge of tbe nearest police station, and 
every person arrested and thing seized under section 15 sball be forwarded 
without delay to tbe offi(‘.er by whom tbe warrant was issued. 

Every officer to whom any person or thing is forwarded under this 
section sball, with all convenient despatch, take siicb measures as may 
he necessary for tbe disposal according to law of such person or thing. 

17. Arrest and, seizure to he reported. — Wbenever any officer makes 
any arrest or seizure under this law he shall within forty-eight hours 
next after such arrest or seizure make a full report of all particulars of 
such arrest or seizure to bis immediate official superior, 

18. Certain officers hound to help opium off!,cers, — All police, revenue, 
customs and excise officers are required to aid tbe opium officers in tbe 
due execution of tliis law, upon request made by such opium officers. 

19. Penalty for unnecessary or vemtious entry ^ or search^ etc. — Anj 

opium officer who, without reasonable ground of suspicion, enters or 
searcbes, or causes to be entered or searched any building, or place, or 
vexatiously and unnecessarily seizes tbe property of any person on the 
pretence of seizing or searebing for any intoxicating drug or other thing 
liable to confiscation under this law, or vexatiously and unnecessarily 
detains, searches or arrests any person, or eoinmits any other excess not 
re(|niTed for tte execution of liis duty shall for every such offence he 
punished with imprisonment for a term which may extend to three 
months, or with fine which may extend to five hundred rupees ; and when 
a fine is imposed tbe Court may direct that in default of payment of the

drugs shall be punishable with the punishment provided for the offence 
authorized or connived at. 

22. Suspension of emcution of sentence of impTisomnent . — ^When an 
offender has been sentenced to fine only and to imprisonment in default 
of payment of fine and the fine is not paid forthwith, the provisions of 
section 388 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1898, shall apply. 

23. Recovery of arrear of duty or fee , — Any arrear of any duty or fee 
imposed under this law or any regulation or rule made thereunder and 
any arrear due from any contractor may be recovered from the person 
primarily liable to pay the same to the fund concerned, or from his surety, 
if any, as if it were an arrear of land revenue. 

24. Assistance to contractors, — ^When any amount is due to a contrac- 
tor from his licensee, such contractor may make an application to the 
Chief Opium Officer praying such officer to recover such amount on behalf 
of the applicant, and on receiving such application such Chief Opium 
Officer may in his discretion recover such amount as if it were an arrear 
of land revenue and shall pay any amount so recovered to the applicant. 
But the licensee shall not thereby be debarred from contesting the con- 
tractor’s demand in a Civil Court. 

25. Things cotifiscated, rewards and confiscations to he regulated by 
rules,^’--{a) The disposal of all things confiscated under this law, anfil (&} 
the rewards to be paid to officers and informers out of the proceeds of 
fine, and confiscations under this law shall be regulated by rules made 
under section 4. 

26. Mmmptions , — The Local Oovernment may from time to time, 
subject to such conditions, if any, as they may impose, exempt generally 
or within any specified area any specified article or class of article or any 
’Specified person or class of person from all or any of the provisions of this 
law, or of .regulations or rules made thereunder, and may cancel any 
such exemption. 

27. CognizmcB of Fo Court shall take cognizance of any

(a) except on the complaint or report of' an opium officer or of a 
' police officer of rank not ^ belotv that of an officer in charge 
of police station^' or' , ■ 
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(h) except on its own knowledge or suspicion, tlie substance of 
wliicli sliall be reduced to writing, or 

(c) in any case in wliicli tlie prosecution is instituted after expiry 
of a year after tlie date on wliicli tlie ofi'ence is alleged to 
liave been committed, unless suck prosecution is instituted 
witli tke previous sanction of tlie Ckief Opium Officer.

Chapter II. 

Retail Sale — Contractors and Licensed Vendofs, 

1. Tke term contractor ’’ means a contractor for tlie retail sale of 
raw opium only. Every contract sliall be issued in tlie form prescribed 
and by tlie officer specified in rules made in this behalf. 

2. The terms licensed retail vendor and licensed vendor ’’ 
mean a person holding a license in the prescribed form, issued by the 
officer specified in rules made in this behalf, or granted by a contractor 
having authority to grant the same and countersigned by the ofiicer 
specified in the rules, for the sale by retail at a specified shop or shops 
of raw opium only. 

3. Subject to the rules made in that behalf and to the conditions of 
his license — 

(i) Possession and 'Tmusport. — ^A licensed vendor may possess at 
the premises covered by his license, or in direct transit 
thereto from places from which he has lawfully obtained 
it, any quantity of raw opium lawfully obtained by him in' 
the manner prescribed by the rules ; 

{ii) Retail sale,- -A licensed vendor may sell by retail raw opium 
lawfully in his possession. 

Chapter III. 

Regarding Subsidiary Rules, 

The transport, possession and sale of raw opium shall be farther sub- 
ject to rules made uuder the lavr, subsidiary to and eousiateut with these* 
regulations. 

In particular, such rules shall — 

(i) prescribe the maimer in which and the duties or other charges'. 

on payment of which licensed vendors shall obtain supplies*' 
of raw opium, and prohibit the possession and sale By them 
of opium excepting such as shall have been so obtaiped, 

(ii) specifically prohibit the possession l)y li(‘ensed vendors of 

prepared opium, or admixtures of opium oxr' the premises 
covered by their licenses, and the sale by them of the same,

SECTIOlSr II.— PREPARED OPIUM. 

The import^ export, transport, manufacture, possession and sale of 
prepared opium are absolutely prohibited. 

SECTION III.— MEDICINAL OPIUM, MORPHINE, HEROINE 

AND COCAINE. 

1. These regulations may be cited as the Dangerous Drugs Regula- 
tions. 

2. In these regulations, unless there is something repugnanf in the' 
subject or context— 

Dangerous drug ’’ includes medicinal opium, morphine, heroine, 
and cocaine. 

3. (a) Any person may possess such quantity of dangerous drugs a8‘ 
has been at one time dispensed for his use from a medical institution of a 
Thana or the Administered Area or in accordance with the provisions of 
regulations or rules for the time being in force in any part of British 
India. 

(b) (i) Any medical or veterinary practitioner authorised by the 
Political Agent to possess without a permit or pass dangerous drugs for 
use in his practice but not for sale may possess for the said purpose such 
quantities of dangerous drugs as are specified in his permit ojr authori-* 
nation. 

(ii) Any medical or veterinary practitioner authorised by the law and^ 
rules in force in British India to possess without a permit or pass 
dangerous drugs for use in his practice but not for sale may in like manner 
and for the like purpose possess such quantities of dangerous drugs as 
he is authorisied as above to possess in British India. 

4* Any person may import, export, and transport such dangerous^ 
drugs as he may lawfully possess under regulation 3- 

5. Nothing in these regulations shall be deemed to authorizie — - 

(i) the import of dangerous drugs from, their export to, or their 
transport ' through 'alny, foreign territory or any part , of 
British 'India - or '' of my^ other State otherwise than in 
accordance with' the laws, regulations and rules in force in- 
such territory, part;, or 'State' regarding the export, import, 
or transport, as the u.ase,thay he, -of the 'Same, 

(a) the import, export or- fetan^port of dangerous drugs, by port*

SECTION IV.— EXEMPTIONS. 

The following are exempted from the operations of the law and the 
regulations and rules made thereunder, viz . — 

(i) intoxicating drugs in direct transit through the limits of the 
Thana Circles or the Administered Area to or from British 
India or British Administered Area in accordance with the 
law in force in British India or in such area; 

{ii) the import, export, transport, manufacture, possession and 
sale of raw opium and its admixtures on behalf of the 
administration of the Thana Circles and the Administered 
Area, provided that this exemption shall not be deemed to 
authorize the import or export of raw opium and its admix- 
tures unless the regulations and rules for the time being 
in force at the place of origin or of destination and in the 
territories (if any) through which the raw opium or its 
admixtures will pass in transit have been complied with; 

[Hi) the transport, manufacture, possession and sale for medicinal 
purposes only of intoxicating drxigs hy such medical institu- 
tions of the Thana Circles or the Administered Area as may 
be admitted by the order in writing of the Chief Opium 
Officer to tlie benefit of this exemption, and their import by 
such institutions under and subject to the conditions of a 
pass obtained from the Political Agent ; 

(i'v) every preparation containing intoxicating drugs which is or 
may from time to time be exempted from the operation of 
the laws and rules in force in the Bombay Presidency re- 
lating to such drugs, provided that every such exemption 
shall be subject to the restrictions and conditions attaching 
to the like exemption in the Bombay Presidency. 


Subsidiary Rules relating to ''raw opium and '' admix- 
tures of opium/' 

The following rules and appointments are made and powers conferred 
in pursuance of sections 2 {%), (;), {k)^ 4, 12, and 24 of the Opium and 
Intoxicating Drugs Law (hereinafter called the law) and of the regula-

Unless the Political Agent 
shall otherwise specially direct, such exclusive right shall be sold or 
assigned for one year only. The exclusive right thus sold or assigned 
shall not be exercised until a license in the prescribed form has been 
granted by the Chief Opium Officer to the purchaser or assignee. 

2. License may he cancelled. — A license granted by the Chief Opium 
Officer may be cancelled by him or the Political Agent. 

3. Cayicellation of license for cause nob specif ed , — ^Whenever the Chief 
Opium Officer considers that any such license should be cancelled for 
any cause not specified therein he shall remit a sum equal to the amount 
of fee payable Cor fifteen days, and shall either give fifteen days’ notice 
of his intention to cancel the license or shall, in addition to remitting the 
sum aforesaid, make such compensation for default of notice as the 
Political Agent may direct. 

4. SnrrendeT of license. — A licensed vendor may sxxrrender his license 
on the expiration of one month’s previous notice in writing given by him 
to the Chief Opium Officer of his intention to do so and on payment of 
such sum, not exceeding the amount of the fee for six months, as the 
Chief Opium Officer may fix in this behalf. 

5. Disposal of contracts for the esrclusive privilege of retail sale . — 
The Chief Opium Officer may, with the sanction of the Political Agent, 
grant by contract, by public auction, or in snch other manner as the 
Political Agent may prescribe, the exclutuve privilege of retail sale of 
raw opium throughoxit the limits of the Thana Circles or the Adminis- 
tered Area. 

When such a contract is granted the contractor may, subject to the 
conditions of his contract, himself sell by retail, and grant licenses under 
the countersignature of tlie Chief Opium Officer for the retail sale of raw 
opium at the shops included in the local limits of his contract. 

6. Contract may be camelled. — (a) The Chief Opium Officer may, 
with the sanction of the Political Agent, cancel a contract granted under 
rule 5, or witMh the term of the contract make or impose such reservations 
or restrictions with regard to the grant of licences as he thinks fit. 

(5) If the contract is cancelled for any cause specifi.ed therein the 
contractor shall not he entitled to compensation fox any loss that he may 
sustain thereby. 

(c) If the contract is cancelled for any cause not specified therein, or 
if any reservations or restrictions are made or imposed '/during the''i?etm/, 
of the contract, the , contractor shall be entitled to sucItl compensation'; for ' 
any loss sustained thereby as the Bplitieal 'Agent may direct,' 'i , ,, ' 
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7. Opium to he supplied to licensed vendors onh/. — Opixmi sliall be 
supplied on prepayment ^ at sucb. places, by such officers, and at such 
rates per seer as the Political Agent from time to time prescribe, to 
licensed vendors only. 

8. Procedure regardmg transport of opium. — ^When a licensed vendor 
wishes to transport opium purcliased by him under rule 7 for sale at his 
shop, he shall obtain an entry in a wshop pass book, signed by the officer 
from whom the opium is obtained, for each consignment. The pass book 
shall contain the following particulars; — 

(1) Name of licensed vendor — 

(2) Date — 

(3j Quantity of opium purchased — 

(4) Signatui’e of opium officer — 

9. Transit' of opium. — The transit of raw opium or its admixtures 
oonsigned to a British area or to another State is permitted under and in 
accordance witli the terms of a pass granted by the Iffilitical Agent. 

10. Forms of licenses and contracts . — Licenses for retail vend granted 
by the Chief Opium, Officer, contracts for the exclusive privilege of retail 
vend, and licenses for retail vend, granted hy the contractor shall be in 
Forms I — III, respectively, of the forms annexed to these rules. A 
founterpart of each license and contract shall be executed by the licensed 
vendor or contraritor and filed in the office of the Chief Opium Officer. 

11. Contractor to furnish a list of licenses. — ^When a contract for the 
-exclusive privilege of retail sale of raw opium has been granted, the 

contractor shall furnish to the Chief Opium Officer by the Ivst day of the 
Excise year a list of licenses granted by him containing the following 
particulars : —

12. Disposal of confiscated articles . — ^Raw opium confiscated under the 
Law nciay, if its value exceeds Rs. 19, be sold to a retail vendor for a price 
liot less than the price which would be payable for such opium if ub- 
'‘^ined by him in the ordinary way. Raw opium of value less than Rs. 10, 
''vw-.whiel^' cannot- be disposed of in the foregoing manner, and all other 
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intoxicating drugs confiscated under tlie law shall be destroyed under the 
orders and in the presence of the officer ordering their confiscation. 

All other articles confiscated under tlie law shall be sold by the Chief 
Opiimi Officer by public auction. 

13. Rewanls, — When an offender has been convicted^ or any article 
confiscated under the law, the Court or confiscating officer may grant to 
any person who has in any w^ay contributed to the conviction or confisca- 
tion a reward equal to the whole or portion of any fine imposed upon the 
offender and paid by him or reali^aed from his property, and the whole 
or any poidion of the value of the articles confiscated. 

If the fine is not realized, or is realized only in pari, the Chief Opium 
Officer may, within a limit of 11s. 25, order the payment from the fund 
concerned of the full amount, or of tlie unrealized balance, as the case 
may be. 

14. Special reward. — If the Chief Opium Offi(‘er is of opinion that a 
larger reward tlian has been granted or than might have been granted 
under the foregoing rule ought to be given t{) any person who has con- 
tributed to the conviction, he may grant a special reward not exceeding 
Bs 50. 

15. Appomt tnents itnd. powers. — The following classes of officers are 
apjHUuted io l)e opium officers, r/c. — all the Thaiulars including Deputy 
Tliuiidar, Vatrak Kantha, and the Jliizur De])uty Political Agent for the 
Sudra Bazar; and the powers mentioned in section 12 of the law are 
C(mferred on the following classes of officers, riz. — the Police Station 
Officers of the Agency Police. 

10. Offieers empowered to perform dtdies of Chief Opitm}' Officer . — 
The following officers are appointed to perform in the following areas the 
duties of Chief Opihm Officer under the law:— the Deputy Political 
Agents in charge of their respective areas. 

17. Limit of ‘private possesmoa . — Three tolas are fixed as the limit of 
private possession of raw opium and its admixtures. 

18. AftangevhenU for the sale of opium,- — (a) As an alternative to the 
arrangements for which provision is made in rules 1 to 11, the Chief 
Opium Officer may, with the sanction of the Political Agent, arrange for 
the sale of raw opium either —

(b) Shops shall be allowed only at places determined in accordance

(d) Every suck salesman or vendor stall be supplied by ilie Okief

[ii) a condition specifying tke prices at whick tke sale of raw

— The following rules relating 
to the control of arms and umniunitior. in the Thaiia Circles in this 
Agency hare been approved and smictioned by Government and are pub- 
lished for general information. 

Similar rules have been introduced in the States under the Agency. 

1. Short THU . — ^These rules may be cited “ the Rewa Kantha Agency 
Arms Rules ” and apply to the Thana Circles under the Agency. 

2. Import of arms anil a imnuniUon.— Atma or ammunition may he

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Native States adjoiiiingj except under a license and in tlie manner and 
to tlie extent permitted thereby and in strict accordance with any law 
or rules in force there tor the regulation of possession and import of 
arms and ammunition. 

4. Transport of aims and ammunition. — The transport of arms or 
ainiaunition within the limits of the Eewa Kantha Agency will be siib-» 
jeet to such rules or limitations as the Political Agent may find it neces- 
sary from time to time to prescribe. 

5. License not necessary in certain cases, — Nothing in section “2 or 
section 4 shall be deemed to extend to arms or ammunition imported or 
transported in }'easonable quantities for his own private use by any 
person la%vfully entitled to possess the same. 

6. Sale of arms and ammunition, — No person is allowed to sell arms 
or ammunition in the Eewa Kantha Agency except under a license 
(Porm A) and in the manner and to the extent permitted thereby, and 
no arms or ammunition shall be sold to any person not entitled to possess 
the same under this law or any rule made under it: 

Provided that nothing herein contained shall be deemed to recpiire 
any person to take out a license for selling any arms or ammiinition 
which he lawfully possesses for his own private use to any person entitled 
to possess the same under this law or any rule made under it. 

7. Manufacture of arms aiul amm uni lion, — No person is allowed to 
manufacture arms or ammunition except under a H(*ense (in Form A) in 
the manner and to the extent permitted thereby, 

8. {a) Subjects of the Thana* Circles may possess arms other than 
firearms and ammunition for private use, and go armed with the same 
as hitherto, but the Politic^al Agent reserves complete pow’-er — 

(f) to regulate the wearing or use of arms by specdal classes or 
at spe<dul times or in ]>arti(mlai‘ localities; and 

{ii) io prohibit any parthnilar person from possessing or going 
armed with parthnilar kinds of weapons in the Agency or 
in any part of ii. 

(I) Subje(*ts of the Thaua Oircles except those specified in Schedule 
A are prohibited from posBessing fire-arms or ammunition, or going 
armed with same, except under a license and in the manner and to the 
extent permitted thereby,

going armed except under a license and in the manner and to the

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(d) Licenses under tiiis section sluill be of two kinds, viz.: —

class Magistrate, and sbali not extend to a period exceed- 
ing one year (Form C).

11. of Jicenae.^, — Tlie 1st class ilagisirate shall keep regis- 
ters showing —

[ii) Applications for licenses which he lias lelused. 

12. JooPoep //ccn.sc.sa—Apiilications for licenses to go armed on a 
journey Ihrough Ibntish India must be submitted io the Political xVgeat, 
Eewa Iiantha, ihrough the Thanadars. 

13. Powers fo otahe rules , — Consistently with the provisions uf this 
law the Political Agent may make rules and afterwards may, from time 
to iime, J'ejieal, alter or amend tJie same, as occasion may re([uire, 
Tegulating the grant of licenses, tlie form in wliidi and the terms and 
conditions vsubject to wliiidi li<*eiises may he granted; the fees to be 
charged therefor; the mode in which such fees a3*e to be recovered, the 
officers by whom particular lic'enses may ho granted; and all other 
matters (*oimected witli ihe purpo>ses of this law, 

14. Ormit of license (hscretionary . — It will be entirely in the dis- 
cretion of ihe Political Agent to grant, refuse or revoke any license 
under this law. 

15. CanoeMation or suspension of licenses,~A license granted under 
this law may, for suiBcient i^'easons to he recorded in writing, be can- 
celled or suspended by the offic^ei* by whom the same was granted or by 
any authority to wdiom such officer may be subordinate. 

16. Obligations on Ucemee$*—All licensees under section 6 or 7 of this 
law will be bound to conform strictly to the provisions of their licenses 
and this law, to obey all orders issued under this law, to store arms^ 
amipuuitiou of gunpowder as directed, to keep correct acepuuts of all 
teeeipts and issues moth full particxtlars of purchases; and tO' keep ■ their 
' premises open for inspection and search at any time liy any officer ganer^

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17. Ohliijatioiu of pnrcJiu^en , — All purchasers are hereby declared 
to be legally boimd to give full iiiforiiuitioii to luanufacturers or veudois 
•of anus, aniniimitioii or giuipowder when called upon to do so. 

IS. Metiirn of fire-nnns, — A, brief but complete anuiial return, of ail 
fire-arms in the Agency shall l)e piepared annually by tlie Superintend- 
ent of Police as soon after 30tb June as may l)e, 'and submitted to the 
Political Agent, All persons are heieby declared 1o be legally bound to 
furnish correct information as to iire-arins in their possession wlien called 
upon to do so by a Police ofiicer not inferior in rank to an officer in 
charge of a l^olice Statiori or by a hiagistrate, 

19. Whoever is guilty (d any a(d or omission in contravention of 
this law, or fails or refxrses to giv£^ any information wliich he is bound 
to give l)y this law, or gives aTiv information wliich he is bound by this 
law to give as correct, which he knows or has reason to believe to be false, 
shall on conviction })efo]‘e a Magisirale be punished with imprisonment 
of eitluM- description for a. term which may extend to six months or 
with fine which may exicnd to one thousa-nd ru])ees or with both, but in 
the case of licensees the previous sanction of the Agency and in other 
cases that of the Isi (dass Magisirate will be ncu'cssary to any such pro- 
secution. ISTothing contained in this section shall bar a proseoutioa 
tinder any other law for an act or omission whitdi is an ohence under 
that law, but no one shall be punished iwice for the vsame ofl'ence. 

20. Potoer to eonfUcdie , — Tn addition to any penalty inflicted under 
section 19 any arms or ammunition in respem of which, an oftence ha« 
been committed may be confiscated under the orders of the trying 
Magistrate. 

21. Pother to Political Agent may 'by a notification 

exempt any person by name or in virtue of his office or any class of 
peivsons, or exclude any description of arms or ammunition from the 
operation of any prohibition or direction contained in this law and may 
cancel or modify su(?h notification, 

22. Befinilion of tenm.—The expressions arms and ammunition ” 
bear in this law the meaning which they are defined to have in the 
British Arms Act, hut nothing contained in this law is to he construed 
as prohibiting the repair of arms, or as relating to bows and arrows, or 
to the manufacturing of powder for fireworks.

No, 5f538y dated the 20tli September, 1913. — In exercise of tlie powers 
and jurisdiction delegated by the Grovernment of India^ Foreign Depart- 
ment, Notification^ No. 2859-1, A., dated the 19th June, 1903, and of all 
other powers enabling him in this behalf, the Governor in Council is 
pleased to publish for general information the following rules for the 
qualification of persons to practise as Authorized Translators in the Eewa

1. Persons of the undermentioned classes will, if they satisfy the 
Political Agent as to their g^eneral character and fitness and subject to^

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Rules for the qualification of persons to practise as Barristers or 

Pleaders. 

No. 2090, dated the 4th April, 1919 . — In exercise of tlie power 
delegated under tlie Indian (Foreign Jurisdiction) Order in Conncii^ 
1902, by tile (iovernor General in Council in the N'otification^ of the 
Government of India in the Foreign Department No. 2859-1, A,, dated 
the 19th June, 1903, and of all other powers enabling him in this 
behalf, the Governor in Council is pleased to publish for general 
information the following rules for the qnalih(iation of persons who 
may in the future ask for permission to practise as barristers or pleaders 
in the Couii.s oi the E-ewa Kanilia Agency: — 

1. Nothing in these rules shall be deemed to debar any Chief from 
submitting a memorial or representation prepared by any person in 
his regular service or any person from conducting his own suit or 
defence in any Agency Court, or from prcvsenting a petition or memorial 
prepared by himself or by any person who is ho7id fide in his regular 
service, provided the name of sticli composer or writer is specified at 
the foot of it. 

2. Persons of the undermentioned classes may, at the discretion of 
the Political Agent, Ilewa Kantha Agency, and if they satisfy him 
as to their general character ami fitness, and subject to the conditions 
hereinafter prescribed, be admitted as barristers or pleaders to practise 
in the Court of the Political Agent, Eewa Kantha, or any Court sub* 
ordinate thereto, and to appear in inquiries held by tbe Alienation Officer 
or his Assistant, and to draft English petitions or appeals to any 
office or appeals to Government from the decision of any officer under 
the Agency and in token thereof will receive sanads on payment of the 
fee specified below: —

CHAPTER ¥•— BURMA. 

Tlie feudatory^ States and tlie foreign territory in the control of tlie 
G-overnment of Burma consist of — 

(i) tlie States of Karennij mz., Kantarawadi in East Karenni and 
Kyebogyi and Bawlake in West Karenni, and 

{ii) tlie jramwan xissigned Tract, wliicli is held on a perpetual 
lease and is administered by the British Goyernment, under 
a treaty of 1897 with China. 

In the Karenni States jurisdiction over British subjects vests in the* 
Superintendent of tlie Shan States. In other respects the Chief 
wa) of Kantarawadi has full powers; but the Chiefs {Myozm) of Western 
Karenni are further required to refei* to the Superintendent of the Shan 
States all cases against persons other than their own subjects and as- 
regards the latter to submit sentences of death to the Superintendent for 
confirmation. 

There are no Administered Areas in Karenni. 

^ The Shan States are British India, haring b^n among the territori« of King 
Thehaw which were annexed to the British dominions by the proclamation of the 
1st January j 1886.

It is bounded 
by that district on the east and by the Baluchistan Agency on the west, 
and is inhabited, in the order named from south to north, by the tribes of 
the Mazaris, Gurchanis, Legharis, Khosas, Sori Lunds, Bozdars and 
Kasranis. 


In all the States capital sentences passed by the State Courts require 
confirmation by the political authorities. In Bashahr the Chief han 
leased the forests of the State to the British Government and has dele- 
gated the Jurisdiction necessary for their management. In the Dera 
Ghassi Khan Frontier Tract British Jurisdiction is exercised through the 
Chiefs and elders of the tribes so far as circumstances permit. 

The only administered area in the States under the poHticai charge 
of the Punjab Government is a small Mock of land at Kasumpti adjoin- 
mg Simla, which is leased from the Baja of Keonthal, together with part 
of the ground forming the catchment area for the water supply of Simla.

Note. — The following reciprocal arrangements het\\een the United Provinces 
and the States may be noted — 

(1) In c^onuectioii with the administration of the Indian Arms Act, 1S7S 
(XI of 1878)j the District Officers of the Benares division and the 
District Officer of Allahabad are empowered, with reference to condi- 
tion No. 3 oi licence form XVI, to make licences granted on that 
form valid for the Benares State, provided tiiat a copy of each sach 
licence is forwarded to the Benai*es Darbar. Similarly, the Darbar 
can make their corresponding licences valid for the Ikmares division 
and the xVllahabad district, if they forvai’d a copy of such licenc^es 
to the District Officer of the British district emuerned, 

(B) Both the Ilampur and Benares Stales have adopted the provisions of ihe 
Indian Motor Vehicles Act, 1914 (VlJl of 1911), and the rules framed 
by the Government of ihe United Provinces, and consequently under 
the orders contained in para. 1 (b) of the Government of India’s letter 
No, 1697-i. A,, dated the 14th August, 1918, both the States have 
been granted reciprocity in matters of licensing and registration,
